guiſhed by an Aſteriſm in the Index annexed to

At the Aſſizes there on the 13th of the firſt 
Month, 1660-1. they were brought before Judge 
Windham, who ordered the Statutes of 33 Eliz. 
and 7 James, to be read; telling the Priſoners, 
that many of them, being but young Men, might 
probably be ignorant of the Penalties they were 
liable to for refuſing the Oath. One of the Pri- 
ſoners in the Name of the reſt, anſwered ; That 
the Penalties had been fully conſidered of by them : 
That they thought it their Duty actively to obey the 
Laws of the Land, when conſiſtent with the Laus 
of God and when otherwiſe, ' patiently to ſubmit 
to the Penalties of them. That the Laws read, ap- 
peared to them contrary io the Precept of Chriſt.

And to de 
monſtrate that his was the fole'Cauſe"of their 
Refuſal, orie of them preſented to the Judge a 
Paper of what they could fay and ſubſcribe in- 
ſtead of the Oath ; which Paper; tho? pretty 
long, becauſe it well ſhews their Innocence and 
Sincerity, in a Cauſe wherein great Numbers of 
this People deeply ſuffered, we have inſerted in 
the * Appendix, as alſo a Letter ſent by them 
at the ſame time to the Grand Inqueſt. - 
On the next Day, the Oath. of Allegiance was 
tendred in Court to fix of them, namely, Jobn 
Ruſh, John Samm, Thomas Green, Thomas Gam- 
ble, Richard Laundy and Fohn Laundy , who 
inſiſted on the Illegality of their Cem ene, 
having been taken by Violence out of their Beds, 
tho' innocent of the Breach of any Law.

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T HE Sufferingsin this County for the firſt five 


Years after the Reſtoration, being chiefly for 


Religious Meetings and refuſing to Swear, many 
of the Sufferers having been taken by Violence 


out of their Aſſembfies for Worſhip, and the 


Oath of Allegiance tendred them, to give the 
more plauſible Colour for their Impriſonment : 
We have therefore given an Account of thoſe 


complex Sufferings without Diſtinction, only 


obſerving the Order of Time in relating them. 


On the 27th of the 3d Month, 1660, Some 
Soldiers of the County Militia, with drawn 
Swords and Clubs ruſhed into a peaceable Meet- 
ing at Kingſton Liſle, and with the points of their 


Swords wounded Richard Ballard, Fohn Clark 


and Hugh Penſion : With their Clubs, they broke 
the Heads of Robert Cook and Edward Ware ; and 


_ cruelly beat one Bartholomew Maylin, an aged 


Man, Thomas Coleburn, Robert Sanſom. and A- 
dam Lawrence; haling away thoſe four with 


the ſaid Robert Cook and one Richard Greenway 


by the Hair of the Head, to.a Pond of muddy

| Meeting being appointed at a Place call'd Se- 


vention, a Conſtable, with many others armed 
with Bills, Pitchforks, Staves, and ſuch like 
Weapons, came to the Houſe, and with Vio- 
lence; hal'd out Thomas Curtis, and threw him 
from a Bridge into a dirty Pond of Water, and 
tore his Coat from off his Back. In like man- 
ner they abuſed ſeveral others, among, whom 
were ſome elderly Women : One Man, whom 
they had thrown into the Water, was there trod 
on and kept down by a barbarous Fellow, till 


ſome of their own Company call'd out, JU 


drown the Man. After bes they drove th 
innocent People along the Highway, abuſing gx 
bemiring them in the moſt inhuman, manner.

| | On the 13th of the 1 ith Month were ad- 
ed to their Number ſeven others, who had been 
_ forcibly taken by Officers and Soldiers without 
any Warrant, out of a peaceable Meeting held 
at the Houſe of Thomas Benn in Windſor. And 
on the 31ſt of the ſame Month, Roger Milton, 
who dwelt about ſix Miles from thence, was 
called out of his Bed by Officers with a War- 
rant, who carried him to an Alehouſe, where 
he with three others of his Friends, namely, 
John Dudge, William Wyatt and r James Seeny ; 
were kept under a Guard all Night, and next 
Day conveyed to Twyford, where three Juſtices 
being met, tendred them the Oath of Allegiance, 
and for Refuſal to take it ſent two of them alſo to 
the County Goal The Number of Conſcientious 
Sufferers was now about twenty-eight, who un- 
derwent much cruel Uſage and Hardſhip ; for 
the inhuman Goaler lock'd up twenty-two of 
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them nde A among; 5 a Place ſo 
cloſe, that himſelf ſaid, he thoughtit would breed 
an Infection among them; nor would he ſuffer 
them to come out into the Yardi in the Pay time, 
to take a little Breath, though Thieves and 
Murderers were allowed that Privilege: Nor 
would he permit any of their Friends to come to 
them, nor bring them Food or Neceſſaries. He 
alſo took from [. their Ink, Paper, Knives 
and working Tools, Moreover he rudely mock- 
ed and inſulted them, and bringing one time 
ſome of his Companions to ſee them, ſcoffingly 
ſaid, there was not ſuch another Bed in Berkbire, 
alluding. to the diſmal thronged manner in 
which his Poor afflicted Priſoners lax. 
About the ſame time, viz. the 11th Month, 
1660, when ſeveral Friends were met together 
to worſhip the Lord, on the firſt Day of the 
| Week at Reading, a Company of Officers and 
Soldiers came in and took. away Reynard Abery, 
Walter Emerion, Wil, Tomſon, Wal. Yeat, 3 
Smith, Chriſtopher Cheeſman, Fames Lavel, Thomas 
Bartlett, Foſeph Phipps and Anthony. Dixon: They 
were had before the Mayor and another Juſtice, 
who, for refuſing. to-take the Oath of Allegiance, 
committed them to the Town Priſon, called 
the Counter; where they were kept cloſe Pri- 
ſoners for ſome time, and with them, Anthony 
Sadler, who was taken 2 Soldiers as he was 
going to his Work. 
Remarkable in this Year was s the Caſe be Hen- 
ry Hodges, a poor Smith, who had three Cows 
ſtolen from him. The Thief was taken with 
them, and brought to Trial at Reading. Henry 
appeared there to claim his Cows; the Judge 
told him they muſt be proved to be his upon 
Oath, before he could have them again: Henry 
replied, that though they were his Property, 
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yet he could not ſwear for Corfeltiice ſake The 
Judge told him, if any of his Neighbours would 
{wear they were his, they ſhould'be reſtored him. 
Upon'that a Neighbour cook his Oath, and the 
Judge promiſed they' ſhould be retained; Thus 
far the Proceeding was juſt and equal; but 
many thought the fame Judge too rigid and fe: 
vere, when, having obſerved the Sincerity and 
Tenderneſs of the poor Man's Conſcience, who 
could not ſwear in the Caſe of his own Proper-

George Thorne, Mayor, having thus given 
the Onſet upon his peaceable and _ harmleſs 
Neighbours for their tender Conſcience fake, and 
haled them to Priſon, and thronged them to- 
gether, and hurried them backwards and for- 
wards, from one Seſſions to another, till his own 
Works had even tired him; his Fury being 
pretty much ſpent, another Inſtrument appear- 
ed to carry on that Work, to wit, VFilliam Ar- 
morer, who came on with open Mouth, as it 
were, as if he would have devoured at once 
the Sheep of the Lord's Paſture, and as if he 
had bid Defiance to the Lord God of Tae; and 
were reſolved to deſtroy his choſen People, be- 
ing turniſhed with great Strength and Authority, 
and having his Will for his Law, and Priſons 
ready to receive all that came to his Hands; or 
rather, what his own Heart and Hand found 
out, ſearching the Houſes, Chambers, and 
Shops of innocent People for that End, as if

Thomas Curtis was call'd : the Judge asked him, 
if he would take the Oath of Allegiance 2? who 
anſwered, he had ſomething to ſay, and deſired 
to be heard , and ſaid he did not refuſe the Oath 
upon that Account, as not to bear his Allegj- 
C,; e 
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Ince to the King, but becauſe Chriſt had com- 
manded him not to ſwear atall ; for he was perſua- 
| ded, that he had manifeſted himſelf to be as good 
"0 Subject to the King as moſt in the Country, 
ſince he came in; and that if he could take any 

Oath, either to ſave his Eſtate or Life, he did 
profeſs he would begin with that Oath ; and 
therefore deſired that the Court would be pleaſed 
to let ſome of their Miniſters ſhew him by the 
Scriptures, how he might take it, and not break 
the Command of Chriſt, and he would do it. 
The Judge called to a Miniſter that was near 
them, to ſpend halt a Quarter of an Hour's 
Time with him, to ſatisfy him in this Particu- 
lar, and they would fit till and hear ; but the 
Prieſt (one Worrell, as we remember his Name 
was) ſaid, putting off his Hat, and bowing to 
the Court. he deſired to be excuſed; for he had 
had to do with ſome of them already, and they 

Vere an obſtinate People, and would not be ſa- 
tisfied, or to that Purpoſe. Tho. Curtis replied.

On the 25th of the 6th Month, called Au guſt; 
William Armorer ſent for the four Men Fas the 
Houſe of Correction; to wit, Jaſeph Coal, Benj.

Seikes the Mayor, being preſent, they asked 
them if they would take the Oath? They deſired 
to know — what they had lain ſo long in the 
Houſe of Correction: But they tak ing no Notice 
of that, after ſome Diſcourſe, and many railing 
Accuſations breathed out by Milliam Armorer, 
committed them to Goal; and the fame Day 
the Women being ſent for, they put Fines on 
them, and for Non-payment ſent- them back 

again to the Houſe of Correction, there to re- 
main till three Months were expired. 

Upon the 28th of the ſame Month, Wi 3 : 
Armorer came to the Meeting again, and took 
four Women, and cauſed a Mittimus to be made 
for them, viz. Anne Harriſon, Hannah Emerton, 
Katharine Woodward and Judith Smith, and ſent 
them to the Houſe of Correction, though there 
were but four, which, according to that Law, by 
which he pretended he proceeded, was a Lawful 

Meeting, &c. and at the fame time he ſtruck 
a young Lad, who was under Age, with a great 
Cane, and another time pulled him by the Noſe, 
ſo that his Noſe was much ſwelled: And farther 
he ſaid he would have the Man and Maid of Tho.

i 1165 Month, 1660, when the King's Proclama- 
tion, occaſioned by the Inſurrection of the Fifth 
Monarchy-Men, was iſſued againſt the Meet- 
ings of Pwakers, &c. This was no ſooner known 
at Briſtol, but ſome Officers of the Militia began 
to beſtir themſelves; for on the 1 5th: of the 11th 


Month, the 3d Day of the Week, 8 Days before 
any Order came down to the Mayor for pub- 


liſhing it, a Captain'and Lieutenant of the Mi- 
litia, with a Number of Soldiers, came to the 
Meeting, then at Dennis Hollifter's, and by Vio- 
lence. thruſt. out into the Streets ſixty-five Per- 
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fans; whom a Guard fads . and con- 
ducted to the Guild-Hall, where they were de- 
tained till a Liſt of their Names was taken. 


Then Dennis Holliſter, and George Biſhop, with 


that Liſt, were carried to the Mayor, who ex- 
amined thoſe two ſeparately, uſing both Argu- 
ments and Threats, to diſſuade or terrify them 
from meeting together, but they anſwered him 
with much Courage and F reedom, That they 
thought it their Duty ſo to meet, in Obedience to 
the Requirings of the 1 de hom they ought to obey 
rather than. Man; that in ſo doing they had not 
broken any Law, no not the Proclamation ſelf, 
Jince that bad not been yet publiſhed in that City. 
The Mayor requiring Sureties for their Beha- 
viour, which they knew, in his Senſe, implied 
a Reſtraint from their religious Meetings, they 
refuſed, frankly telling the Magiſtrates, That 
they might as well think to hinder the Sun from 
ſhining, or the Tide from flowing, as to think to hind- 
er the Lord's People from Meeting io wait upon him, 
whilſt but two 4. them were left together. The 
Mayor then ordered, that all 8 who had 
been taken at the Meeting ſhould be ſent to 
Priſon, except the ſaid Dennis Holliſter and Geo. 
Biſhop, whom the Magiſtrates told, they might go 
to. their own Houſes : They replied. We'feek not 
Liberty at the Hands of thoſe who have ordered our 
Brethren to Priſon, nor can it be juſt to commit poor 
Men, and let us go free. Howbeit they were not 
then committed; but next Day were ſent for a- 
gain, and perſiſting to refuſe the Sureties that 
were required, Dennis Holliſter was that Night 
ſent to Priſon, but George Biſbop went free till the 
38th of the ſame Month, the 6th of the Week, 
when being again at a Meeting in his own hi. 
red Houſe, a Captain with Soldiers in a fighting 
Poſture; having their Swords drawn, and Matches 
lighted, came and forcibly hal'd him with about 
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fifty others to the Guard, Where they were kept 
all Night in the Cold without Fire or Beds, and 
the next Day ſent to Priſon. | 
On the firſt Pay of the next Week the like 
Violence was repeated, and ſixty-five Perſons 
more, taken out of the ſame Meeting-Houſe, 
were committed, which with a few others taken 
from their own Houſes made the Number of 

Priſoners about 190. 5 

At the ſeveral Priſons ſtood Guards of Sol- 
diers Day and Night, with Orders to ſuffer none 
to come at them: So that their very Servants 
were denied Acceſs to them about their Trading 
Affairs, and whatſoever was ſent them was 
ſtrictly ſearched, and themſelves uncivilly treat. 
ae fa this manner were they kept till the 24th 
of the ſame Month, when an Order was iſſued 
about Midnight, by Virtue of which they were 
diſcharged the next Morning. 

After this they enjoyed their Meetings peace- 
ably and without Moleſtation for a conſiderable 
time, a *ſecond Proclamation being iſſued 
as a Superſedeas to the former, prohibiting the 
Officers and Soldiers to enter or ſearch Houſes 
without a legal Warrant. Notwithſtanding 
which, on the iſt of the 12th Month, Samuel 
Taylor Shoemaker, and Edward Erberry Soap- 
Rallies,” and the next Day. Thomas Callowhbill a 
Shop-keeper, were taken out of their Houſes by 
Soldiers without Warrant, for refuſing to con- 
tribute toward the Charge of the City Militia; 
and one Richard Holding, lately come thither from 
ee, Was bands out of a F riend's Houſe by 
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Soldiers, 1 Sd before: the Mayer, "who ten- | 
dered him the Oath of Allegiance, and for re- |

Goldney, Henry Rowe, Charles Harford and Jobn 
Love, who asking him by what Law he 1 
ed thus, he bluntly anſwered, My Vill is 
Law; I am chief Magiſtrate, and will be obey'd, : 
withal charging the Goaler to keep them afund- 
er, and not to ſuffer them to ſpeak to one ano- 
ther. Howbeit the reſt of the Friends con- 
tinued to open their Shops on the other Holi- 
days, yet ſuffered no farther than the er 
ſome of their Windows by t the Perſons employ” | 
to ſhut them up.

The Mayor yet abatednothing of hisuſyal Heat, 
for on the roth of the 12th Month, he ſent to 
Priſon Joan Hiley by a Mittimus, charging her 
with diſturbing Mr. Godwyn the Miniſter of 
St. Philip's, and depraving the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, and refuſing to find Sureties for 
her Appearance at the next Seſſions. When as 
the Wornan had only fpoken a few Words at 
the burying of a Neighbour, which the Prieſt 
was not offended at, nor complained of, till ſent 
for by the Mayor, and importuned by him to

County Troops to go to the Meeting, who beat 
ſome and carried others to Priſon, having firſt 
broke the Forms, Seats and Windows of the 
Meeting-houſe : After this, being kept out of 
their Meeting-houſe, they met in the Street, ſome- 
times in the Cold and Rain, not daring to de- 
cline their Duty for thoſe Inconveniencies: Thus 
they continued conſtantly meeting twice a Week, 
on the firſt and fourth Days of the Week, at 
their appointed Hour, till the 6th of the 1oth 
Month, when a Troop of Horſe, who came 
to Town the Day before, armed with Swords, 
Piſtols and Carbines, rode in furiouſly among 
them, crying out, Fhat a Devil do you bere ?

Solomon Fromanile, a Merchant, was ſo grie-

Blows, many of which ſhe received on her sn 
Body. At another time, Edmard Grant, ſeven- 
ty Years of Age, Father of Fromanile's Wife, 
was ſo knockt down, that he ſurvived it but 
a few Days. There were alfo among thaſe Suf- 
ferers Giles Barnadiſton, a Man of Note, having 
been bred a Scholar at the Univerſity, and had 
been a Colonel.

On the 6th of the ſame Month tt the Ship a again 
weighed Anchor, with Wind and Tide fair, ſo 


that many other Veſſels paſſed by them down 
the River; yet could not the Seamen, with 
their utmoſt Application, make this Ship ſail, 

and they were obliged to caſt Anchor about a 


Stone's Caſt from the Place they lay at before; 
inſomuch that ſome of the Mariners were amazed 


and ſaid, We ball never get out. of England, 
bile theſe Men are on Board. So they ſet them 
on ſhore the third time. 

On the 8th they ſet ſail again, and went Fes 
to Greenwich, when a ſudden Storm . they 
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were obliged to eaſt Anchor to Kebirs the Ship, 
and did ſet the Priſoners on ſhore the 4th time. L 
On the 10th they were ordered on board the 
5th time, and again ſet ſall, when the Ship was 
with much ado kept from running a- ground, nor 
could the Seamen ſteer her right, till they had 
ſet the Priſoners on ſhore again at Blacktoa!!, after 
which ſhe went well down the ſame Tide to 
Graveſend. Thither the Priſoners followed, and 
by the Maſter's Order, ſome of them tarried 
| there, others came back to London till the 28th 
of the ſame Month, when they were ofdered on 
Board the 6th time, and the Ship failed that 
Night to Lee Road, where they caſt Anchor, 
but before Morning the Wind turned ſtrong 
aganſt them, ſo that they lay there two Days : 
and three Nights. | 
On the 31ſt they ſalled to the North Fore- 
land, and falt Anchor again till the next Day. 
At Night the Maſter put them on Shore and 
directed them to Deal, where he met them all 
together, and before ſeveral Witneſſes N 
That though they bad followed the Ship fo long, be 
was reſolved not to carry them, and thereupon 
gave them a * Certificate in Writing, That they 
| bad not eſcaped, but were put on Shore by him.

On the 15th of the 4th Month 1665, Henry 
Nowell, the Deputy-Governour, came to the 
Caſtle, and read to the Priſoners an Order 
from the Earl of Derhy, that they muſt be forth- 
with tranſported into ſome other Land. 
On the 29th of the ſame Month, Thomas Har- 
ri/on and Fohn Woods, two Prieſts, came to the 
Priſoners and told them, they were come by the 
Deputy-Governour's Order, 4 admoniſh them to 
conform to the Church, atherwiſe they muſt be 
baniſhed forthwith.

About three Days after, ſeveral other Ships 
came into the Road, but all refuſed to carry the 
Priſoners. The Soldiers would have forc'd them 
on Board one Anthony Nicholſon, a Whitebaven- 
Man, but he ſtoutly oppoſed it, ſaying, he would 
carry no Priſoners, except they would ſend a Guard 
of Soldiers and Money to maintain both the Priſoners 
and them, and alſo ſignify in Writing the Crime 
laid to their Charge; adding, That if they were 
ſuch dangerous Perſons as were unworthy to live 
in their own Country, be would not truſt them on 
Board, leſt perhaps they ſhould over Power bim, 
and take away his Veſſel.

Magiſtrates, but, together with * Anne Curtis of 
Reading, went to the King himſelf and inter- 
ceded for his Diſcharge ; ſome time after he 
was ſent for to London by an Habeas Corpus, and 
the Sheriff, well knowing his Innocence, per- 
mitted him to go up, with ſome of his Friends, 
without any Guard, only his own Promiſe to 
appear before the Judges at W:tminfter, ſuch a 
Day, if the Lord permitted. 8 

He appeared accordingly, accompanied with 
Robert Widgers, Richard Hubberthorn and Eſquire 
Marſh of the King's Bed-Chamber. The Charge 
againſt him was read in Court, but no Accuſer 
appearing, Eſquire Marſh ſignified to the 
Judges, That it was the King's Pleaſure GrorGe 
Fox ſhould be ſet ar Liberty. So the Court or- 
dered the Sheriffs“ Return of the Haheas Cor- 
pus to be laid before the King, that he might 
ſee for what he was committed.

The next Aſſizes we came 
to * Trial, and George Fox's Indictment was 
found to be dated wrong, both in the Day of the 

Month and in the Year of the King's Reign, ſo 
that his Indictment was quaſh*d, but mine they 
would not allow the Errors that were in it to 
make it void, although there were ſeveral, ſo 
they paſſed Sentence of Premunire upon me, 
which was, That I (ould be out of the King's 
Protection, and forfeit all my Eſtate Real and 
Perſonal to the King, and Impriſonment during 
Life: But the Great God of Heaven and Earth 
ſupported my Spirit under this ſevere Sentence, 
that I was not terrified, but gave this Anſwer 
to Judge Turner, who gore the Sentence, Al- 
though 1 am out of the King's Protection, yet I 
am not out of the Protection of Almighty Cod: So 
then I remained in Priſon twenty Months, be- 
fore I could get ſo much Favour of the She- 
rift as to go to my own.

The Place where he had lain all. that Winter, 
was a ſmoky Tower, ſometimes ſo thick with 
Smoke, that he could ſcarce ſee the Candle when 
It burned, and was almoſt ſmothered. Beſides 

itt rained in upon his Bed, and his Shirt has been 
ſometimes wet as Muck, in attempting to ſtop 
out the Rain: And being ſtopt, the Wind being 
high, would blow it open again. In ſhort, he 
was ſo ſtarved with Cold and Wet, that his 
Body was greatly ſwelled and much benummed: 
In this Condition they removed him about the +1 
zd Month 1665, to Scarborough-Caſtle, where 5 
they confined him in a Room next the Sea - ſide, 
ſo open, that the Wind and Rain came in, with- 
out Chimney or Fire Place, ſo that his Clothes 
were wet, and his Fingers ſwelled as big again 
as uſual, nor could he, though he was at ſome 
Expence about it, keep out the Weather.

am one that ſeeks the Good 57 all Men. At length 
his Patience having ſurmounted their Cooelty,. 
and his Innocence pleading for him, the Keepers 
became more favourable-and reſpe&ful to him, 
ſo that he wanted not the common Accomoda- 
tions of a Prifoner ; and when the Officers and 
Soldiers had Occaſion to ſpeak of him, they . 
would ſay, He was as ſtiff as a Tree, and as pure 
as a Bell, for we could never bow bim.

Purſuant to which he ſeem- 
eld at firſt inchined to act, for upon the Interceſ- 
ſion of Margaret Fell and others, he cauſed 
about ſeven Hundred of that People who had 
been impriſoned under the Government of Oliver 
and Richard Cromwell, to be ſet at Liberty. 


But this Calm was ſucceeded by a violent Storm, 


occaſioned by an Inſurrection of thoſe called 
Fiſib-Monarcby-Men, upon which a Proclama- 
tion was iſſued againſt their Meetings, including 
alſo thoſe of the Quakers, though they were in- 
tirely peaceable, and had not the leaſt Hand in 
any Commotion. . Richard Brown, then Lord- 
Mayor, a fierce and virulent Man, purſued this 
innocent People, with the utmoſt Rigour. Many 
of them were taken from their own Houſes and 
Employments, others pluckt out of their Beds, 
and many taken from their Religious Meetings, 
where there Enemies were ſure to find them, and 
committed to Newgate in ſuch Numbers that they 
had not Room to ſit or lie down, nor ſcaree to 
ſtand one by another.

cruelly rormented for divers Days, being for- 


ced to ſtand in the Manacles to his grievous 
Pain; (at that time alſo there were two more 
of his Friends in the ſame Place put there, 
only for being at a Meeting, who had been 
forced to ſtand in the ſame manner for many 
Days, till ſuch time as they were both taken 
with Sickneſs, and one of them at that very 
time was near Death in Appearance) and his 
Maſter who loved his good and honeſt Servant 
well, and was no Quater, made Application 


to Sir Richard Brown, to have his Servant re- 


leaſed, uſing his Sickneſs as an Argument 
thereunto, to which the mercileſs Man replied, 
Let him die like.a Rogue as be is, and ſuch like 


Words. And after ſome Examination the 


four Women alſo were ſent back to Newgate, 
where they remained till the Seſſions, and there 
were indicted for being at an unlawful tumul- 
tuous Aſſembly, c. and they were tried and 
fined each one a certain Sum. _ ; 

* The firſt Day earn, the People kept 
their Meeting at the ſame Place, according as 
they uſed to do, and when they were gathered 
together, and a Perſon being moved to ſpeak

and moſt of them committed by the Lieu-

ſons that were indicted, and ſentenced with a 
Premunire, and had their Eſtates. ſeized upon 
immediately after Sentence, as ye have heard 
heretofore, were ſet free by the Goaler,. and 
went out of the Priſon, all looking upon 
themſelves diſcharged Perſons, and were actu- 
ally delivered by the Goaler himſelf; notwith- | 
ſtanding, two Days after, the Goaler's Servant 
fetched two of them into Priſon again, only 
F. Crook was gone into the Country and could 
not be found, the bottom of which Buſineſs, 
nor the Reaſon of it cannot yet be found out,

At length, with much Toil and Difficulty they 
got only four of the Priſoners on Board 
and being tired returned with the Reſt to Ne

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Barge : As they went down the W Soldiers 5 
were ſent in Boats from the Tower to aſſiſt in 
getting them on Board. Many of their Friends 
in other Boats accompanied them to the Ship- 
ſide, and tarried to obſerve their Uſage, though 
the Soldiers threatned to ſink them if they would 
not be gone. The Commander of the Soldiers 
called for the Seamen, but could get but o 
or three to aſſiſt. 
So they went to work, the Soldier in the 
Barge laying hold on the Priſoners, dragged 
ſome, kickt and puncht others, and heaved up 
many by the Legs and Arms, and ſo tumbled 
them into the Ship, and in about an Hours time 
got them all on Board.

Being on Board, all che Men were thronged 
together between Decks, where they could not 
ftand upright; and the Peſtilence coming into 
the Ship, which was long retarded in the River, 
(Fudge being arreſted and impriſoned for Debt) 
it was about ſeven. Months before ſhe got 
to the Land's- End, in which time twenty-ſeven 
of the Priſoners on Board died, whoſe Names 
are diſtinguiſhed in the. foregoing Liſt, by 

this Mark . She ſailed from Plymouth on the 
23d of the Month called February, and was ta- 
ken the very next Day by a Duich Privateer, 
who carried her with the baniſht Perſons to Horn 
in North-Holland, from whence, when the Dutth- 
men perceived, that they were not likely to be 
exchanged as Priſoners of War, they ſent them 
Home again with a Paſſport and Certificate.
